WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP).— 
None of the major categories of 
combat munitions met its October 
schedule, the War Production 
Board reported yesterday. 

Today, Selective Service took 
steps to put in effect the Byrnes 
man-power directive issued Satur- 
day night. 

The WPB report placed the value 
of the month’s munitions output at 
$5,240,000,000, substantially the 
same as in September. On an 
over-all basis, production fell 2 per 
cent behind reduced schedules set 


at the beginning of the month. 
As a group, the “critical pro- 
gained 6 per cent over the 
September output. Increases 
ranged from small to sizable. Ma- 
jor increases included: Communi- 
cations wire, 10 per cent; trucks 
over 10 tons, and cotton duck for 
tents, 13 per cent; general pur 
pose and fragmentation bombs, 11 

per cent; tanks, 20 per cent. 
“In spite of the October gains,” 
the board said, “the critical pro- 
grams must still improve much 
more than they did if the armed

More Snow After 5.3-Inch Blanket 
Adds to Hazards of Icy Streets 


‘(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 


Four hundred men and 100 
trucks worked today to clear the 
city’s streets as more snow fell in 
the St. Louis area, adding to the 
5.3-inch blanket already covering 
the ares and making ice-glazed 
streets even more hazardous for 
motorists. Up to noon, about two- 
tenths of an inch had fallen, 
Meteorologist Harry F. Wahlgren 
reported. 

Wahlgren said the snow would 
continue into tonight and pre- 
dicted a minimum temperature of 
20 degrees early tomorrow. Numer- 
ous minor traffic accidents due to 
slippery streets and roads were re- 
ported throughout the area. 


The week-end storm, general 
over the entire middle west, gave 
St. Louis its heaviest snowfall 
since Dec. 5, 1942, when the city 
had 5.7 inches. Over the state, the 
depth ranges from à trace in the 
extreme southeast portion to nine 
inches in the Kansas City area. 


Some trains and busses were 
running behind schedule this 
morning because of the storm and 


on below- normal schedules, direct 


air lines generally were operating ls 


service to and from the East be- 
ing curtailed. 

The Express Highway was re- 
opened to traffic at 11:30 o'clock 
this morning, after having been 
closed since 6:30 p. m. yesterday 
because of unsafe driving condi- 
tions.. St. Louis Public Service Co. 
busses and street cars were de- 
layed in some sections because of 
heavy traffic shunted from the 
Express Highway onto other 
streets. 

Missouri and Illinois State High- 
way police reported all roads open 
but cautioned motorists to drive 
with extreme care because of ice 
and packed snow in many places. 
Scores of trucks stalled on heavy 
grades, resulting in temporary 
road blockades in both states. 

The storm extended over South- 
ern Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska, Colo- 
rado, Illinois, Indiana, lower Wis- 
consin and Michigan, and North- 
ern Ohio. 

Eleven deaths due to traffic ac- 
cidents were reported in the storm 
area, two of them in Western 
Missouri.

The Seventy- 
seventh launched the attack in 
early morning from the town’s 
outskirts after a quick drive from 
beachheads established Thursday 
under naval and air cover. :

Japs Can’t Get Out. 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur re 
ported in his communique today: 

“Trapped and compressed into a 
narrow pocket by these three Al- 
lied columns, the enemy’s forces 
in the southern segment of the 
Yamashita line, although many 
thousands strong, are unable to 
extricate themselves, 

“They are being destroyed with 
little opportunity for effective re- 
taliation.”

France, Russia Pledged 
to Act Against New Ag- 


gression in Europe — 
General Ends 16-Day 
Moscow Visit. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 11 (Ap). — 
France's relations with Soviet 
Russia were cemented today with 
a new treaty of alliance and mu- 
tual assistance negotiated by Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle as the crowning 
achievement of his 16-day visit to 
Moscow. 

The pact, paralleling a 20-year 
alliance between Britain and Rus- 
sia, was announced last night sev- 


eral hours after the French lead- 
er had boarded a special train for 
Baku, where a plane was waiting 
to carry him back to Paris. 


While the text of the treaty was 
not immediately released, an offi- 
cial announcement said both gov- 
ernments had affirmed their inten- 
tion to fight on together until 
“complete victory” over Germany 
is achieved. They also expressed 
their determination to take joint- 
ly all measures necessary to safe- 
guard Europe against future ag- 
gression, 

Statement by De Gaulle. 

De Gaulle issued a 
ment,#aying: ame 

“T am sure the days we have 
spent here will leave a mark in 
the history of this war, and I be- 
lieve, too, they will leave a mark 
in the peace for the good of all 
men. Long live Soviet Russia.” 

The treaty was signed in the 
Kremlin at 4:40 a. m. yesterday, 
following an all-night session 
which began with a formal ban- 
quet at which the French and 
Russians were joined by British 
and United States diplomatic and 
military representatives, 

Throughout the negotiations the 
Western Allies were kept informed 
of developments, and there were 
definite indications that the pact 
was concluded within the frame- 
work of the ties binding the 
United Nations. 

The treaty, once again placing 
France in the front rank of Eu- 
ropean powers, realized the high- 
est hopes expressed by De Gaulle 
before he left Paris. In addition, 
he returns now with an intimate 
acquaintanceship established with 
Stalin in five separate talks.

IN BUDAPEST, SAYS

Part of City in Flames, 
Nazi SS Units Putting 
Up Fierce Battle, Mos-

. LONDON, Dec. 11.—Russian ad- 
vance guards have entered the 
Hungarian capital of Budapest, 
the Paris and Algiers radio sta- 
tions reported tonight. 

The broadcasts said the penetra- 
tion was made by units of Marshal 
Rodion T. Malinovsky’s Second 
Ukrainian Army, but did not give 
the direction from which the 
thrust was made. Malinovsky’s 
forces on the north had driven 
down the east bank of the Danube 
yesterday to within seven miles of 
the city. Other Russian units were 
within three miles of Budapest on 
the east and five miles on the 
south. 

Moscow said part of Budapest 
already was in flames, and that 
the Germans had thrown in fresh 
tanks and SS (Elite Guard) units 
into the battle for the city with 
orders not to budge an inch. 

“Going the Way of Warsaw.” 

“Beautiful Budapest is going the 
way of Warsaw,” one report from 
Moscow said. “Black smoke, 
pierced by red tongues of flame, is 
hanging low and thick over the 
city. THe never-ending roar of 
battle is bringing sleepless nights 
to the civilians trapped in their 
city.”

British Reported Rein- 
forced for Show-down 
Fight With 10,000 to 
15,000 E. L. A. S. Men. 


ATHENS, Dec. 11 (AP).— With 
10,000 to 15,000 E. L. A. S. troops 
now believed to be deployed in the 
battle for Athens, the Greek gov- 
ernment today ordered all reserve 
officers and men of four classes 
in the Athens district to report 
for military duty not later than 
tomorrow. 

The E. L. A. S., armed force of 
the leftist E. A. MM. political or- 
ganization, is now believed to have 
a total of 25,000 men including re- 
serves in the Athens area. Rein- 
forcements fo rthe E. L A. S. have 
arrived from the Corinth and 
Thebes areas west and north of 
the capital, it was reported. 

British troops, who have been 
battling the E. L. A. S. in support 
of the Papandreon government’s 
attempt to disarm the force, also 
were reported being reinforced, ap- 
parently for a show-down fight.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 11 
(AP).—A series of Superfortress 
raids on Tokyo over the week end 
were reported by the Japanese ra- 
dio, which said fires started by 
incendiary bombs “were immedi- 
ately put out.” 

The attacks, said the broadcast, 
were made by small formations of 
B-29s Sunday night and Monday 
morning (Japanese time). The re- 
ports, made in a French-language 
overseas broadcast, were not con- 
firmed by any Allied source. . 

“The air raid defenses of the 
eity drove off the raiders before 

‘they could do any real damage,” 
the announcer said. 

Earlier the Tokyo radio said two 
Marianas-based Superfortresses 
had penetrated to metropolitan 
Tokyo at 8:30 p. m. Sunday (Jap- 
anese time), adding that heavy 
antiaircraft fire drove the big 
American bombers off. 

“The enemy dropped many in- 
ecendiary bombs and caused fires, 
but due to the active work of our 
air defense units, these fires were 
immediately put out,” the broad- 
east said. 

Tokyo also reported that B-29s 
had raided western Japan at 7:30 

m. Saturday, had appeared over 

yushu, southernmost of the Jap- 
anese home islands, at 10:30 a. m. 
today and had raided two points in 
Korea from 11 a. m. until noon. 

Not long ago the Tokyo radio 
was boasting that there is nothing 
to fear from the Superfortress 
raids, but an American night re-

During the earlier raids Tokyo 
was brilliantly lighted, but the re- 
connaissance pilot, Lt. John 
Thomas Garvin of Chicago, said 
at Saipan that on a recent mission 
he found even the suburbs dark, 
and that Yokohama and other 
cities were completely blacked out. 

The only lights seen were at 
Chofu airdrome, said Garvin, and 
these were on three enemy planes 
which were going in for a landing. 


ALLIES IN ITALY REPULSE 
HEAVY NAZI COUNTERATTACKS 


ROME, Dec. 11 (AP). — Large- 
scale German counterattacks 
against the Allied bridgehead 
west of the Lamone River on the 
approaches to Faenza have been 
defeated decisively, Allied head- 
quarters announced today. 


The fiercest of these counter- 
thrusts was directed at gaining a 
foothold on the ridge running 
southwest from San Prospero to 
Pideura, west of Faenza. Both 
San Prospero and Pideura had 
been captured by British Eighth 
Army troops in bloody fighting. 

Five waves of United States 
Mitchell bombers rained thou- 
sands of fragmentation bombs on 
German lines around Faenza.

716 KILLED IN GREAT BRITAIN

LONDON, Dec. 11 (AP).—Ger- 
man V-bombs killed 716 persons 
and seriously injured 1511 in the 
United Kingdom during Novem- 
ber, the Ministry of Home Security 
announced tonight. 

Of those killed 269 were men, 
345 women and 102 children under 
16 years of age, the Ministry an- 
nounced. Among the seriously in- 
jured were 197 children and 799 
women.

34 YANKS BEAT OFF 
100 JAP ’CHUTISTS 


By SPENCER DAVIS 
LEYTE. Dec. 10 (Delayed) (AP). 
—Landing of Japanese parachut- 
sts near an eastern Leyte airfield 
at San Pablo in the dusk of Dec. 
6, and the valiant resistance of 34 
outnumbered Americans was de- 
scribed today by a Fifth Air Force 
troop carrier surgeon. 

Maj. George Murphy of Pater- 
son, N. J., told how the small band 
of flyers and ground crewmen 
stood fast through the night and 
fought off Japanese parachutists 
shortly after dawn. 

Of the 34 men, only 12 returned 
to the American lines. Four pilots, 
a communications officer and 17 
enlisted men are missing. 

Murphy said he counted 24 ene- 
my. transport planes gliding in 
low over Leyte’s central mountain 
range. 

“It was about 8 p. m. and there 
had been a brilliant red sunset,” 
he said. “It was too dark to see 
the ’chutists fall, but there was a 
terrific ack-ack display and I did 
see two transports crash in 
flames.” 

The Japanese took to the woods. 
Cpl. Thomas Berzedett of Ken- 
tucky, one of the 12 who got back 
to the American lines, said: 

“We only had small arms, but 
we did our best to shoot ’em as 
th 1 floated down.“ 

urphy said the the enemy sky- 
troopers, instead of launching an 
immediate attack, hid in the un- 
dergrowth and dense woods near 
the field. 

The soldiers slept on the ground 
with guns at their sides. The 
Japanese remained in hiding until 
6:20 a. m. when the men were in 
the messhall eating breakfast. A 


small group of Japanese was 
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spotted and fired on as they ad- 
vanced from a nearby rice paddy. 

The troops withdrew quickly to 
their fox holes. Soon, nearly 100 
Japanese charged the messhall. 

“About a dozen Filipinos were 
still in the messhall. They didn't 
have a chance. They were slaugh- 
tered,” Cpl. Berzedett said. 

“We had carbines, forty-fives, 

and one tommy gun. The Japs 
had light mortars, grenades and 
machine guns. It was one hell of 
a situation. 
“I saw the boy with the tommy 
gun—he’s a master sergeant from 
Texas named Betson—shoot down 
eight Japs.” 

Berzedett lay low for several 
hours, then tunnelled under a log 
and crawled to high grass. Then 
he made a final dash to a fringe 
of trees, picking up a wounded of- 
ficer on the way. 

Machine guns began firing from 

a new direction as Berzedett 
struggled along. He waved his 
arms and the machine-gun fire 
stopped. 
Those machine guns were ours 
and we were safe,“ he said. Bet- 
son and his tommy gun also es- 
caped.

CHURCHILL URGED 
HIM 10 ACCEPT 
RING, SAYS SFORZA 


Former Italian Minister 
Replies to Prime Min- 
ister’s Charges Against 
Him. 


ROME, Dec. 11 (AP).—Count 
Carlo Sforza, declared today that 
Prime Minister Churchill of Brit- 


ain had brought “strong pressure” 
on him to accept King Vittorio 
Emanuele as the reigning sov- 
ereign of Italy. 

The former Italian Minister 
Without Portfolio, who was left 
out of the newly reorganized Cab- 
inet of Premier Ivanoe Bonomi 
after British voiced objections to 
him, said Churchill’s influence on 
behalf of the King was brought 
to bear during a two-hour confer- 
ence in London Oct. 11, 1943. 

In a 500-word statement reply- 
ing to Churchill’s charge that 
Sforza had intrigued against the 
government of Badoglio and could 
not be trusted, Sforza said he had 
“left no doubts” as to his attitude 
toward the monarchy. 

Sforza also declared he was “not 
the author“ of a letter to the 
United States State Department 
prior to his return from exile in 
America promising support to the 
government of Premier Marshal 
Badoglio. 

“I merely set my signature to 
it,” he said. 

Sforza since has contended he 
was obliged to oppose Badoglio 
because Badoglio failed to build 
up the Italian war effort and en- 
couraged a new form of Fascism. 

Sforza said the whole incident 
was connected with “my beliefs 
and deeds on matters of domestic 
Italian politics” and had nothing 
to do with his “lines of foreign 
policy.” 


British Government Silent on 
Sforza’s Assertion, 

LONDON, Dec. 11 (AP).—Brit- 
ain maintained official silence to- 
day on Count Carlo Sforza’s as- 
sertion that Prime Minister 
Churchill brought pressure on him 
to accept King Vittorio Emanuele 

of Italy. 

Churchill has repeatedly empha- 

sized that Britain was determined 
to keep law and order in all coun- 
tries where British troops were 
stationed, a spokesman said, and 
the Prime Minister has suggested 
in most instances the best way 
was under a legal government al- 
ready established until the people 
had a chance to decide for them- 
selves, 

“Sforza’s Interpretation of what 
this meant is his own affair,” the 
spokesman said,

Communist and Christian 
Democrat Ap pointed 
Vice-Premiers in New 


Government. 


ROME, Dec. 11 (AP).—Premier 
Ivanoe Bonomi has formed a new 
Italian government in which the 
Communist, Palmiro Togliatti, and 
the Christian Democrat, Giulio 
Dirodino, will serve as vice-pre- 
miers. 

The composition of the new cab- 
inet was announced officially last 
night. Portfoiios were distributed 
evenly among the Liberals, Chris- 
tian Democrats, Labor Democrats 


and Communists—the four parties 
which decided to support Bonomi. 
The Socialists and Actionists, the 
other two parties of the Commit- 
tee of National Liberation, decid- 
ed to stay out. 

Count Carlo Sforza, minister 
without portfolio in the last cab- 
inet who was rejected by Brit- 
ain for the post of Foreign Min- 
ister, is not a member of the new 
government, 

The new Foreign Minister is 
Alcide deGasperi, a Christian 
Democrat. The Ministry of In- 
terior was retained by Bonomi. 

Dirodino is a former Minister of 
Justice and War in pre-Fascist 
governments. Beside Dirodino, 
new Cabinet figures include Man- 
lio Brosio, Liberal, Minister With- 
out Portfolio; Vincenzo Aranzo 
Ruiz, Liberal, Minister of Educa- 
tion; M. Cerabona, Labor Demo- 
crat, Minister of Transportation; 
Meuccio Ruini, Labor Democrat, 
Minister of Public Works; Mario 
Cevolotto, Labor Democrat, Min- 
ister of Posts and Telegraph; Car- 
lo Sciaoia, Labor Democrat, Min- 
ister of Air; Mauro Scoccimarro, 
Communist, Minister of State Ad- 
ministration of German-occupied 
territory, a portfolio dealing with 
patriot activities, and Antonio 
Pesenti, 
Finance, 

Ministers who hold the same 
posts in the new government that 
they held in the last one include

The Germans hurled assaults at 
the Thirty-fifth Division’s Saar 
River bridgeheads near Sarreins- 
ming and Wittring. Just north of 
Sarreguemines American patrols 
were stabbing into Neunkirch, less 
than a half-mile from the Saar 
basin border. 

In a one-mile advance the Twen- 
ty-sixth Division overran Gros Re- 
derching, seven miles southeast of 
Sarreguemines. 

Slegfried Line Fighting. 

Battlefront dispatches said the 
Germans had wheeled up more 
artillery in the Saarlautern and 
Dillingen sectors, hurling 6000 
shells into the two towns on each 
of three recent days. 

Many buildings which looked 
like houses and garages in Dill- 
ingen were actually well-construc- 
ted German pillboxes. Infantry- 
men of the Ninetieth Division 
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were struggling through a maze 
of German strong points there, 
but the first American tanks and 
self-propelled tank destroyer guns 
were put across the Saar River 
in the last day or two and were 
expected to ease the doughboys’ 
K. 


A front dispatch said the Third 
Army held only about à fifth of 
Dillingen, where a tank factory 
and one of the Saarland’s largest 
steel plants are located. 

Associated Press Correspondent 
Lewis Hawkins said that the 
Americans had encountered scores 
of small forts in Dillingen which 
had limited their advance to a few 
hundred yards in the last five 
days. 

Tou are never out of range of 
from one to three of these little 
forts, and as fast as you knock 
out one of these oversize pillboxes 
others start shooting at you,” one 
officer said. 

Hawkins said that the Siegfried 


line was the toughest obstacle the 


Third Army had yet struck. 

In Saarlautern the Americans 
captured the railroad station and 
cleared the Germans from a hotel 
strongpoint. 

No further progress from the 
west was reported toward Saar- 
brucken, three miles or so from 
United States troops, or inside the 
nearby French rail center of For- 
bach. 

Seventh Army Gains. 

The Seventh Army entered Ha- 
guenau after overpowering bunk- 
ers along railway tracks to the 
southwest. To the southeast they 
captured Kaltenhouse, reached 
nearby Marienthal and took Ober- 
soffen on the north bank of the 
Moder River. 

The Seventh Army also was en- 
gaged heavily near the village of 
Griesbach and at Mertzwiller 
where German infantry fought 
with skill and resolution with the 
support of Dug-in tanks. 

Eleven miles northwest of 
Haguenau, Patch’s men cleared 
Niederbronn and pushed on to a 
point less than four miles from 
the Palatinate border, the Seventh 
Army’s closest approach to Ger- 
many from the south. 

Floods impeded other Seventh 
Army units and French First 
Army troops in the cleanup of 
what remains of the Alsatian 
pocket centered by Colmar. The 
storming of Kientzheim and Sigels- 
heim placed the Americans within 
three and a half miles of Colmar 
to the northwest. The French 
were four miles west. 

French troops in southern Al- 
sace captured Thann, 10 miles 
northwest of Mulhouse. 

The fronts of the American 
Ninth, the British Second and the 
Canadian First armies remained 
inactive. 

Flood waters unleashed by the 
German breaching of the Neder 
Rhine dikes have spread eastward 
in the “island” between the Dutch 
cities of Nijmegen and Arnhem 
and a majority of the area be- 
tween the Neder Rhine and the 
Waal Rhine rivers is under water. 

An Allied counter measure also 
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was beginning to take effect. An 
R. A. F. attack on a dam 12 miles 
northeast of Nijmegen opened a 
breach 100 yards long and British 
pilots reported that water escap- 
ing through the gap was flooding 
westward into German positions. 


1500 Tons of Bombs Dropped on 
Two Rail Points, 

LONDON, Dec. 11 (AP). De- 
spite adverse weather, more than 
500 United States hea bombers 
dropped 1500 tons of mba on 
rail yards at Cobleng and Bingen 
on the Rhine yesterday in a con- 
tinuing assault on German com- 
munications supplying the western 
front. 

More than 650 fighters accom- 
panied the bombers, which were 
forced to attack by instrument be- 
cause of heavy clouds. Temper- 
atures were as low as 50 degrees 
below zero and frozen bomb bays 
had to be forced open by hand. 

No enemy fighter opposition was 
encountered ‘and antiaircraft fire 
was meager. Three bombers and 
one fighter were listed as missing, 
presumably due largely to the bad 
weather. 

Nearly 1000 soritles were flown 
yesterday by continent-based 
planes of the United States Ninth 
Air Force and the First and Sec- 
ond Tactical Air Forces in support 
of Allied — troops. No planes 
were lost in these forays. 

Saturday night a force of Royal 
Air Force Mosquitoes gave Berlin 
its 185th raid of the war. 


BRITON POSES AS DEAF MUTE 
TWO MONTHS, EVADES NAZIS 


LONDON, Dec. 11 (AP)—A 
British pilot who evaded capture 
by the Germans more than two 
months by ing as a deaf mute 
was awarded the Distinguished 
Flying Cross today. 

The flyer, G. K. E. Martin of 
New South Wales, was blown out 
of his Typhoon fighter on D-day 
by a burst of flak. He landed in 
a tree, badly burned, his leg 
broken. 

Two.French boys found him the 
next day floating in a canal to 
ease the pain from his burns. 
They went to Lisieux and re 
turned with a clergyman, who 
gave him civilian clothes. Assum- 
ing his pose as a mute refugee 
who had been injured when his 
house was bombed, he lived with 
a farmer near Caen. Once a Ges- 
tapo officer became suspicious 
and fired a revolver behind him, 
The pilot gave no sign of hear- 
ing it.

Motion picture exhibitors whose 
theaters have been closed by a 
strike of projectionists and dis- 
tributing firm employes expect to 


file suit for an injunction and 


damages in United States District 
Court, Ben L. Liberman, lawyer 
for the exhibitors, said today. 

At least 73 theaters of the more 
than 100 in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County now are closed. The Fox, 
last of the big houses to remain 
open, probably will close at 8 
o'clock tonight when a new pic- 
ture on the union “unfair” list is 
scheduled to be shown. Harry Ar- 
thur, general manager of Fanchon 
& Marco, Inc., operators of the 
theater, said the projectionists 
had made known their intention 
of refusing to show the film. 

In a statement Liberman said: 
“The unions have entered ‘nto a 
conspiracy to restrain interstate 
commerce in violation of the Sher- 
man Antitrust Act, consisting of 
the following steps: 

“The unlawful demand made by 
the unions on the film companies 
to refuse to furnish film to three 
monunion theaters in Webster 
Groves and Kirkwood; the walk- 
out by the film handlers’ union 
on the refusal of the film compa- 
nies to comply with the unlawful 
demand, and the refusal of the 
projectionists to run film in a 
union theater.” 

No Dispute With Theaters. 

In further exposition of the ex- 
hibitors’ position, Liberman said 
the closing of the theaters “did 
not rise out of any dispute or con- 
troversy between the union and 
the theaters. The rights and im- 
munities granted labor unions in 
cases involving disputes are there- 
fore inapplicable.” 

Liberman said he expected to 
file the action Wednesday, or “as 
soon as I can get the papers in 
shape.” 

Apparently no efforts are being 
made to settle the strike. Robert 
A. Roessel, attorney for the AFL 
Motion Picture Operators’ Union, 
which began the strike in an effort 
to compel the three St. Louis 
County theaters to replace single 
nonunion projectionists with two 
union members in each case, said 
today “nobody seems to want to 
do anything about it.” 

Union Officer Investigating. 

Roessel and officers of the op- 

erators’ union said they had not 
been in touch with Felix Snow of 
Kansas City, Mo., vice president 
of the AFL International Alliance 
of Theatrical Stage Employes, who 
Was sent to St. Louis by Richard 
F. Walsh of New York, president 
of the unioh, to investigate the 
stoppage. 
Following the walkout of the 
projectionists, the strike spread to 
eight of the 11 picture distribut- 
ing agencies. The three theaters

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—St. 
Louis’ two Nobel Prize winners in 
medicine received their awards, 
with four other scientists similar- 
ly recognized, at the presentation 
ceremony in the Waldorf-Astoria 
ballroom yesterday afternoon. 

They are Dr. Edward A. Doisy 
of St. Louis University Medical 
School, who received a one-half 
share of the 1943 Nobel award in 
medicine, for his work in synthet- 
izing vitamin K, and Dr. Joseph 
Erlanger of Washington Univer- 
sity, one-half share of the same 
award for 1944, for his discoveries 
as to functions of nerve fibers. 
The full awards amount to about 
2 each, the half shares 
Other recipients in attendance 
at the presentation, and at the 
Nobel anniversary dinner in Ho- 
tel Astor following the ceremony, 
were: Dr. Hendrik Dam of Copen- 
hagen Institute ef Technology, 
now at University of Rochester 
Medical School, sharer of the 
prize with Dr. Doisy; Dr. Herbert 
S. Gasser, director of Rockefeller 
Institute, New York, shares with 
Dr. Erlanger; Dr. Otto Stern, Car- 
negie Institute of Technology, 
Pittsburgh, winner of the 1943 
prize in physics, and Dr. Isidor I. 
Rabi, Columbia University, New 
York, winner of the 1944 prize in 
physics. 

Two of Winners Not Present, 
The two winners not present 
were Johannes V. Jensen, Danish 
author, winner of the 1944 litera- 
ture prize, and Dr. George 
Hevesy, Hungarian scientist living 
in Stockholm, who won the 1943 
chemistry award. The ceremony, 
heretofore held annually in Stock- 
holm, was transferred to the 
United States this year because of 
wartime conditions. 

St. Louis guests at the dinner 
included Dr. Philip A. Shaffer, 
dean of Washington University 
Medical School; the Rev. A. } 
Schwitalla, S. J., dean of St. Louis 
University Medical School; Dr. 
and Mrs, Charles H. Neilson, Dr.

He ex- 
pressed the hope that by the time 
the 1945 awards are bestowed, 
someone will be found worthy of 
a peace prize; he also hoped that 
the next such ceremony might be 
held in Stockholm. 

President Roosevelt, in a mes- 
sage read at the ceremony, said: 
“Here in America we have al- 
ways believed that science should 
be a servant of the people. 

“T am confident that after this

DISCHARGE OF 15 SEABEES © 
LAID TO RACE ACTIVITIES 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP).— 
A naval officer testified today that 
15 Negro Seabees were discharged 
for “unfitness” after racial issues 
arose in their battalion while they 
were in Trinidad. 

Today’s testimony was given by 
Lt. Comdr. Norman F. Godbe at a 
hearing granted by the Navy's 
Judge Advocate General. 

Godbe said that, while the men 
were not charged with specific of- 
fenses and were not given honor- 
able discharges, they had attended 
“seditious meetings,” attempted 
“sitdown strikes,” “refused to obey 
orders” and “threatened sabotage.” 
Not all counts applied to all 15, 
Godbe said.

Efforts also will be made, 
he said, to clear through the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of St. Louis all 
bonds that have been sold to date 
in order to present an accurate 
picture of the progress of the 
campaign. 

Total sales of bonds today 
amounted to 3137, 816,425, or 88.2 
per cent of the 3156,08 1,000 quota 
for the city and county, Hickok 
said. E bond sales, however, to- 
taled only $11,594,100, or 44.7 per 
cent of the $25,917,400 E bond goal. 
Hickok pointed out that, in ac- 
cordance with the percentage of 
over-all sales, E bond sales should 
amount to about 20 million dollars 
at this stage of the campaign. 

Extra Buying Urged. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann was 
joined by Oscar Ehrhardt, execu- 
tive secretary of the CIO St. Louis 
Industrial Union Council, and 
John I. Rolling, executive secre- 
tary of the AFL Central Trades 
and Labor Union, in urging all St. 
Louisans to buy an extra bond 
before the drive is scheduled to 
close Saturday. 

Hickok said arrangements had 
been made for Mayor Kaufmann, 
labor leaders and business men 
to make addresses over the radio 
during this final week of the cam- 
paign to encourage the purchase 
of bonds by individuals. He 
pointed out that United States 
Treasury officials had instructed 
campaign managers and workers 
throughout the country to concen- 
trate on the sale of bonds of the 
E series to prevent price infla- 
tion by averting excessive buying 
of commodities.

Although under present Selec- 
tive Service regulations men of 
these ages not in essential jobs 
are liable to the draft, very few 
have been called for several 
‘months. Since last spring the 
needs of the Army and Navy have 
been met largely with men under 
26. As a result, the War Man- 
power Commission said, older reg- 
istrants have been drifting from 
war plants to peacetime jobs. 
| The revised regulations will 
put a stop to this, man-power of- 
‘ficials asserted, and at the same 
time will send registrants who 
— left essential jobs hurrying 

ack. 

Only Part of Problem. 

These measures, however, will 
take care of only part of the man- 
power problem. They will have 
no effect on male workers over 37 
or on women—and war production 
has been dependent to an impor- 
tant degree on both these groups 
as the draft-free backbone of the 
labor force.

000 additional workers needed for

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—A three-man advisory council to operate 


the major leagues until a baseball commissioner is elected was named 
today at the annual winter meeting. They are Ford Frick, re-elected 
president of the National League; Wiliam Harridge, American League 


president and Leslie M. O'Connor, 
Kenesaw M. Landis. 


The commission will sit in on 
all cases of dispute with the 
majority deciding the issue. The 
only exception will be a complaint 
by a player. In that case, the 
league president will not vote and 
it will be up to O’Connor to decide 
the issue himself. If O'Connor is 
unable or unwilling to serve, Frick 
and Harridge are empowered to 
chose a successor. 

Today's action terminates the 
major league agreement of 1921 
which was to have run to 1946. 
A committee of both leagues has 
been appointed to draw up a new 
agreement. When that is com- 
pleted a new commissioner will be 
elected. There is no time limit on 
the committee, but it must be in 
position to make a partial report 
at the February meeting of the 
majors. 

The majors also decided that 
Landis would not have cared for 
a memorial and instead decided 
to call the Baseball Writers’ Asso- 
Ciatien’s annual tribute to the 
most valuable player, the Landis

London Wants 


First Olympics 
After the War 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Dec. 11 
(AP).—Col. Evan Hunter of the 
British Army and secretary of the 
British Olympic Association, asked 
delegates to the fifty-sixth annual 
A. A. U. convention to support 
London's bid for the first postwar 
Olympic Games. | 


“London has been battered and 
shoved about a bit in the blitz and 
during the more recent robot 
bombings but from the informa- 
tion I have, none of our major 
stadiums has been damaged great- 
ly and we could be host to the 
games with a minimum of effort,” 
he said. y 

The Britisher pointed out that 
the United States would find it 
less difficult to finance a jaunt 
to London for its athletes than 
the war-torn countries of Europe 
would in finding the cash for a 
trip here. 


Hunter spoke just before the 
delegates closed their sessions yes- 
terday, many of them heading to 
New York where the U. S. A. 
Sports Federation meets tonight. 

The USASF is the successor to 
the American Olympic Association 
and is the organization in charge 
of U. S. participation in the Olym- 
pic and Pan American games. 
This will be its first meeting since 
1941 when plans were made for 
the 1942 Pan American carnival at 
Buenos Aires, dropped because of 
the war. 


Brig. Gen. William C. Rose of 
the War Manpower Commission, 
opposed Hunter’s London sugges- 
tion and urged the games be held 
in Washington, where it has been 
proposed to build a huge stadium 
as a war memorial. 

Willard N. Greim, Denver, was 
elected president of the A. A, U. 
for the coming year, succeeding 
Louis di Benedetto of New Or- 
leans. Greim said his term would 
be devoted primarily to putting 
into effect the seven-point phys- 
ical fitness program the conven- 
tion endorsed Saturday evening. 
Its salient points are a physical 
and health education from kinder- 
garten days on, with the program 
independent of gats receipts from 
athletic events.

May Be Last Offer. 

The offer on Saturday by the 
E. A. M. leader, former Finance 
Minister Alexander Svolos, to arbi- 
trate if British Ambassador Rein- 
gald E. E. Leeper would put 
Premier George Papandreou over- 
board, may be the last in a long 
time. As its influence spreads, 
the E. A. M.’s demands are rising 
and power is shifting toward more 
uncompromising leaders than 
Svolos, including some Commu- 
nists. 

Prime Minister Churchill is con- 
fronted with the possibility of be- 
ing obliged to place as many 
troops in Greece as the 100,000 
required by Hitler to hold down 
the E. L. A. S8. forces, with corre- 
sponding effects on general United 
Nations strategy. 

It is evident that the Tehran 
agreement, whereby the Balkans, 
with President Roosevelt's con- 
sent, were divided as spheres of 
influence between Russia and 
Britain, is being amended by force 
of arms and may have to be dis- 
carded. 


Political Inventory. 


Greek political life today is a 
mirror of all Europe's politics, but 
a mirror in which the forms are 
sharper and more accentuated 
than elsewhere. 

The impoverished Greeks, politi- 
cally the most acute of the small 
powers of Europe, are re-examin- 
ing the whole pattern of their Gov- 
ernment. Unlike the Belgians, 
Dutch, Czechs and Yugoslavs, they 
cannot return to their old pattern 
without having lost the freedom 
which was a principal aim of the 
war. 

Greece's prewar Government 
was the Fascist dictatorship of 
King George’ II, an Anglophile 
sovereign who returned to his 
throne in 1935 after a bayonet 
plebiscite toppled the republic. 
Placed on his throne by one dic- 
tator, Gen. George Kondylis, 
George II put another in his place 
within a few months, Gen. John 
Metaxas. 

In an attempt te determine the 
limits of what may happen in 
Greece if parliamentary govern- 
ment is maintained, the writer has 
interviewed Greek leaders of the 
extreme left and extreme right. 
These are George Siantos, secre- 
tary of the Greek Communist 
party, and Gen. Napoleon Zervas, 
leader of the rightist but demo- 
cratic E. D. E. S., and his political 
secretary. This is not, on the right, 
the widest bracket possible, be- 
cause there are several Fascist 
and proto-Fascist groups, some 
armed, with strong Royalist and 
anti-Communist leanings. The 
E. D. E. S. is selected because it is 
farthest to the right of parties 
which are legitimate in the parlia- 
mentary sense. 


Known as “Old Man.” 


A medium-sized man of rustic 
appearance, 53 years old, with 
ruddy complexion, tousled gray 
hair and twinkling eyes, Siantos 
is known in the K. K. E., the 
Communist party, as “The Old 
Man.” 

The true leader of the Greek 
Communists, George Zachariades, 
who split the party in 1941 by his 
insistence that the Communists 
should back the Metaxas dictator- 
ship by fighting Italy without 
waiing for orders from Moscow, 
is in a German concentration 
camp, if he is still alive. Siantos, 
Zachariades’ second, has spent a 
total of 4% years in prisons, two 
years being passed under the 
Metaxas dictatorship in total iso- 
lation in a cell at Corfu. 

Asked where the Communists 
stand, Siantos said: 

“The Greek Communist party is 
one among those making up the 
E. A. M., or National Liberation 
Front, a coalition of liberal and 
republican parties. The E. A. M. 
was created to drive the Fascist 
invaders from Greece, to insure 
Greek independence and the integ- 
rity of Greek territory and to 
make possible a smooth transition 
into normal democratic political 
life without any interval of dic- 
tatorship. 

Seek Socialization. 

“The socialization of the means 
of production, that is, its operation 
by the state, remains an end goal 
of the Greek Communist party, as 
of every Socialist party anywhere. 
But there are many stages to be 
passed beforehand. First, Greece 
must be industrialized. Govern- 
ment ownership can then begin 
with public utilities, as in America. 

“Our first problem is to raise 
the living standard by creating 
more buying power through better 
wages, more efficient production 
in rural areas, better seeds and

ALLIED DISSENSION 
RAISING GERMANS’ 
HOPES OF REPRIEVE 


Nazis in Madrid Delighted at 
Signs of Friction Among 
‘Big 3.’

MADRID, Dec. 11 (AP).—The 
Germans in cafes and night clubs 
here are looking and acting far 
happier today that two weeks ago. 
The reasons are the British-E. L. 
A. S. clashes in Greece, words 
spoken in London and Washing- 
ton, and the silence of Moscow. 

Any neutral in this capital need 
only ask German friends to be 
told that the Germans believe the 
great world alliance against them 
is splintering. 

Nothing in the past year has 
delighted the Germans more than 
dispatches from Washington, Lon- 
don and Athens which they inter- 
pret as an indication that the 
British-American powers are de- 
termined to block further Soviet 
expansion in Europe and the 
silence from Moscow which they 
say means the Russians are not 
pleased.

Relief Drivers Balk. 


The question whether 80 per 
cent of famished Athens, outside 
the small, non-residential oblong 
of hotels held by British forces, 
will be fed or starved out took an 
unexpected turn Saturday. Sev- 
eral American drivers for the 
United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration, who 
had braved fire from both sides 
in Red Cross vehicles, announced 
they had had enough. 0 

Of 16 men who drove the ve- 
hicles, three were wounded in 
running the crossfire through the 
lines. Although eager to feed the 
population, they said that abuse 
of the Red Cross by both sides, 
but especially by the Greek police, 
had reached the point where driv- 
ing a vehicle so marked invited 
death. 

Americans were at a loss, at 
first, to explain why fusillades 
greeted ambulances carrying food 
and medicine and five trucks full 
of flour. They understood, how- 
ever, when they saw the Greek 
police using the trucks as military 
vehicles.

France. In three months we used

dreds upon hundreds of tanks and 
fighters and bombers and jeeps. 
Those are tall figures; but those 
were the three months after D-day 
in Normandy. That was the ex- 
penditure that carried us to the 
borders of Germany, helped us to 
bag prisoners by the hundreds of 
thousands, saved countless lives of 
our own men, brought peace that 
much closer. 


“But that was only a part of 
the war. Beyond that there was 
Italy, Saipan, the Marianas, the 
Philippines, the bombing strikes 
at Tokyo, the needs of our Allies 
at’ Warsaw and Budapest, the 
fighting in Burma and in China. 
I remind you of MacArthur and 
Richardson and Clark. Our sol- 
diers, everywhere, are fighting 
grim, hard battles, winning them 
at a severe cost of lives and weap- 
ons, but still saving lives by the 
prodigious use of weapons, smash- 
ing the way through enemy lines 
wherever possible with materials 
instead of men. ‘I can follow the 
path o. my men,’ said George 
Washington, ‘py the trail of their 
blood on the snow.’ We want our 
trail to be piles of empty shell 
cases, however large the piles.

| FOR POLAND DRIVE

HE development of the Russian 
T ottensive in Hungary and Slo- 
vakia must be observed with 
increasing anxiety by the German 
high command, 

Three large armies, perhaps more 
properly to be termed groups of 
armies, are involved. Two of them 
appear to be advancing along the 
Danube, that of Marshal Feodor 
I. Tolbukhin’s Third Ukrainian 
Army on the left bank of the river 
and that of Marshal Rodion Y. 
Malinovsky’s Second Ukrainian 
on the right bank. On Malinov- 
sky’s right „Marshal Ivan Petrov's 
Fourth ‘Ukrainian Army Is pushing 
into Slovakia. The task of this 
force is to seize in succession the 
railways connecting Hungary with 
southern Poland, so that with each 
successive gain, the supply situa- 
tion of the armies deeper in Hun- 
gary grows easier. 

Malinovsky, in a swift advance, 
has now reached the Danube north 
of Budapest, at the point where 
the great river swings round in a 
sharp curve from its eastward 
course to a southerly course, Tol- 
bukhin, across the Danube, has 
come up to the southern shore of 
Lake Balaton, and is pressing 
into the two gaps east and west of 
the lake. 


Vienna in Drive’s Path. 
The gap to the east is between 
Lake Balaton and the Danube; 


that to the west (or more properly, 
the southwest) is between Lake 
Balaton and the Drava. Russian 
success east of the lake—say a 
penetration as far as the impor- 
tant rail and road center of 
Szekesfehervar—would almost cer- 
tainly entail the fall of Budapest 
and a junction of Tolbukhin’s 
right flank with Malinovsky’s left 
on the Danube above Budapest. 
This would seem to indicate a So- 
viet advance astride the Danube 
on Bratislava and Vienna. Russian 
success southwest of Lake Bala- 
ton, say an advance to the rail and 
road center of Nagykanizsa, would 
be the prelude to another advance 
on Vienna from the south, through 
Wiener Neustadt. 

Viewed on the wider field of the 
whole strategic situation in East- 
ern Europe, however, this Soviet 
progress makes even worse read- 
ing in Berlin. 

For as the two army groups on 
either side of the Danube gain 
ground, and as Petrov pushes for- 
ward between the Russian masses 
in Hungary and the Russians in

How Not to Control Rivers 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The articles that have been appearing . 


in your paper for the past year relative 
to MVA are not only timely; they indi- 
cate that at least one responsible paper 
in this valley has chosen to advocate a 
principle of conservation that is funda- 
mental. 

The first thought that occurs to peo- 
ple threatened with flood is to build a 
dike against it. At first they dig with 
shovels, then with slip scrapers and 
teams of horses, then with power tools 
—raising higher and ever higher the 
embankment upon which they pin their 
hopes for relief. 

Nature has a peculiar law of her own 
which she applies. Having plenty of 
time and costing nothing, working 365 
@ays and nights in the year, she applies 
the law of gravity to the silt that comes 
down the channels. In time of flood, 
the soils along the high lands are car- 
ried toward the water prism, mingle 
with the rush of fast water and are 
carried first along the confines of the 
channel and then overflow onto the 
berms between the dikes. 

Year by year the silt deposits out in 
the slower-moving waters, and year hy 
year the area between the dikes rises. 
This silt decreases the area of the flow- 
way and the next flood rises to a new 
high. So higher dikes have to be built 
against the next flood; and so the rota- 
tion continues and there is never an end 
to it. No end, either, in terms of money 
spent for new dikes, new highs for suc- 
ceeding floods, new and greater losses 
for the communities through which these 
waters flow. 

Cairo, III., has tried since I can re- 
member to protect herself by a mighty 
array of dikes, and the final result is 
illustrated by the fact the bottom of the 
Ohio River is now level with her door- 
steps. As the dikes rose higher, so did 
the bottom of the river until she is now 
virtually in a constant state of flood 
with a river running along a levee aque- 
duct as high as the town. 

When nature started this business of 
making rivers, she also started a sys- 
tem of marshes, forest soils as deep as 
sponges, thousands of miles of grass 
lands that held back the freshets. What- 
ever man has been able to contribute to 
this system in building up his economic 
life hag been a reversal of natural proc- 
esses. 

He has almost completely destroyed 
the 
here at the beginning. Not only have the 
water storage areas been eliminated; the 
act of destroying them made their soils 
friable and subject to a vast erosion. 
The erosion has been much more cost- 
ly than the floods in terms of original 
wealth. 

Common sense indicates that the fast- 
est method of restoring the Valley’s abil- 
ity to take care of itself under flood con- 
ditions would be to imitate the original 
conditions as nearly as possible consist- 
ent with our way of living and build 
storage reservoirs. Dayton, O., did it to 
the Mad and Miami Rivers after she was 
nearly obliterated by flood in 1913 and 
had failed to control these streams by 
dikes. 

What matter if the rivers we have to 
deal with are big? The principle is the 
same, What matter if a river boat of 
today has difficulty in navigating im- 
pounded water? The cost of one flood 
would rebuild every river boat from here 
to New Orleans and make it omni-navi- 
gant. 

What matter if it takes the next 25 
years to accomplish? It never will be ac- 
complished by the use of dikes and levees 
and revetments, breakwaters, jetties, wil- 
low mattress emplacements, rip-rap, cut- 
off channels, secondary, tertiary and 
quaternary systems and all of the hydrau- 
lic and mechanical futility that has been 
erected and washed out year in and year 
out by river engineers. 

Control] the water at or near its source 
and you won't have to bother with it in 


the basement.

Mr. Biddle’s Friend 


Thomas G. Corcoran, skilled lawyer-lobbyist 
and high-powered Washington manipulator, is 
“a friend of mine,” says Francis Biddle, Attor- 
ney General of the United States. 

In his appearance before the Senate Immi- 
gration Committee to testify on a nomination, 
Mr. Biddle discussed the feud between himself 
and the former Assistant Attorney General, Nor- 
man Littell, who was ousted the other day by the 
President after he had refused to resign. Of 
Corcoran, a central figure in the feud, Biddle 
went on to say that he “is a completely honest 
man,” and that his influence with the Depart- 
ment of Justice was “somewhat overrated.” 

Biddle deserves credit at least for his frank- 
ness. An important issue in the controversy is 
his friendship with Corcoran and the lobbyist’s 
influence in the Department of Justice, and in 
other Government departments. There is no long- 
er any question that he is a friend of Biddle, for 
the Attorney General verifies that. He also veri- 


fies the contention that Corcoran has influence 


in the Department of Justice, even though he 
says it is somewhat overrated.” 

That is the crux of Littell’s charges, as set 
forth in his long statement of a few days ago— 
that Corcoran influenced decisions in the Justice 
Department, and brought about action contrary 
to the best interests of the Government and the 
people. 

Does not Biddle, who has so many admirable 
points in his record as Attorney General, recog- 
nize the impropriety of close association with a 
political fixer, and the fact that toleration of his 
influence in the department, whether overrated 
or not, is wholly objectionable? 

As for Littell’s specific charges, Biddle did a 
neat job of squirming around them in his ap- 
pearance before the Senate committee, He con- 
tinued to attack Littell for “complete disloyalty” 
and “vicious remarks,” but he made little at- 
tempt to answer the documented charges about 
his conduct of the department and about his sub- 
servience to the wishes of Tommy the Cork. 

It may be that Littell is a headline-hunter, 
an egoist and a hard fellow to get along with. 
Nevertheless, his record as a public servant is 
excellent, and he has brought up some issues that 
are profoundly disturbing, especially about the 
influence of Corcoran and his power in Wash- 
ington. 

All these recriminations between Biddle and 
Littell are merely confusing the whole matter. 
The Attorney General’s latest statement empha- 
sizes the need for an impartial and authoritative 
inquiry into the whole mess. 

The President’s firing of Littell does not end 
it, by any means. Opponents of the administra- 
tion are having a field day in their glee over 
this Washington quarrel. Its friends are dis- 
tressed by the affair, and the President would 


be well advised to join in supporting a full in-* 


vestigation. : 

THere is danger on the one hand that this will 
be turned into a smear of the administration, 
and on the other hand that it will become a 
whitewash. The War Investigating Committee, 
which has already looked into some of the is- 
sues, could do the job properly. If it continues 
to refuse, Representative Voorhis’ motion for a 
House inquiry ought to be adopted. 

The public wants the facts, more facts than it 
can get from the blasts of name-calling, about the 
doings of Biddle’s friend, Tommy Corcoran. 
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“The Boston cream pie,” says the Louisville 
Courier Journal, “isn’t a pie, Boston says it isn’t 
from Boston, and if it's all the same, we'll take 
apple.” One of which a day should keep the 
Boston cream pie away. 


What Word From Yenan? 


Chungking’s announcement that Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek has agreed in principle to Chi- 
nese Communist participation in governmental 
and military affairs has a mighty sound, but as 
yet a puny meaning. 

Since the announcement occurred at an acute 
military crisis, it is always possible that Chiang 
is only buying time with fair words, placating 
the Chinese Communists in order to be able to 
transfer some of his troops from blockading them 
to fighting the Japanese in critical Kweichow 
Province. 

The least encouraging aspect of the announce- 
ment is the Chinese Communists’ silence con- 
cerning it. Their capital, Yenan, has no way of 
speaking to the outside world except through 
Chungking, and what they say there is usually 
so heavily censored as to be worthless. 

Furthermore, even if Chiang has actually un- 
dergone a change of heart, and even if the Chi- 
nese Communists are so far satisfied with his 
pronouncement, it is a long way from agreement 
in principle to agreement in practice, 

Civil accord in China is not a subject on which 
the last word, or even an acceptably authorita- 
tive word, can come from Chungking alone. Word 
is needed from Yenan. Until it comes, there is no 
knowing whether what is going on between the 
Kuomintang and the Chinese Communists is sin- 
cere negotiation, or whether it is politico-military 
jockeying.

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The New Alliance 


The announcement of the new treaty of alli- 
ance and mutual assistance between Russia and 
France which crowned Gen. De Gaulle’s visit to 
Moscow is more than the resuscitation of the 
alliance of 1892—it marks the coming of age of 
the new France. 

From the standpoint of the immediate Euro- 
pean future, doubtless this treaty is in the train 
of the 20-year alliance Whitehall and the Krem- 
lin concluded within a month of Hitler’s attack 
in June, 1941; but so far as concerns the shape 
of things to come, it would seem to rest on a 
quite different foundation. Apparently unaware 
of Stalin’s inexorable determination to save the 
Soviet Union, Britain rushed to Moscow pen in 
hand, to stiffen his morale. But Stalin and 
Churchill have been not too compatible, the war 
interests of the two empires have overlapped but 
not coincided, and their postwar plans diverge 
importantly both in ideology and economic in- 
terest. 

It is quite otherwise with De Gaulle and a re- 
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born France determined to be great in its own 
right rather than a moon for the British Jupiter, 
as Marshal Smuts indiscreetly suggested last 
year. Her people moved to the left during the 
occupation and the new Government has an in- 
creasing interest in the partly ‘socialized state. 
Then the French know, as do the Russians, that 
the German nation has the strength of a blind- 
ed Samson, and must be forcibly restrained from 
tumbling the temple again. 

These factors among others suggest that the 
new alliance has been planted in richer ground 
than Britain’s. But Stalin always acts as a real- 
ist, and it is principally up to De Gaulle to nur- 
ture the sensitive plant. 
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A Napoleonic Victory 
On the books, the formation of a new Italian 
government under Premier Bonomi is a victory 
for British policy. The allegedly “unreliable” 


Count Sforza, who was given successive publie“ 


drubbings by the British Minister in Rome, An- 
thony Eden and Mr. Churchill, has neither posi- 
tion nor portfolio in the new Cabinet. That 
coterie of progressive intellectuals called Action- 
ists, and the strong Socialist party as well, are 
standing aloof in protest against coercion and 
interference from London, but four other par- 
ties have equal slices of the administrative pie 
and two of them are very powerful. \ 

However, every victory has its price, as Napo- 
leon learned on his march toward Moscow, and 
this British triumph in white-bled, hungry Italy 
comes high. It has cost Messrs. Churchill and 
Eden the support of a sizable chunk of the En- 
glish press for their foreign policy, including the 
great London Times. It has linked their inter- 
ference in Italy with the pattern of their inter- 
ference in Greece and Belgium and earned the 
distrust of democratic forces throughout the 
world. It has brought brave and heartening re- 
buke from the American State Department. And 
it has thrown into questionable repute the Brit- 
ish Parliament itself, elected in 1935 and not 
representative of the wiser and older England of 
1944. 

And in troubled Italy, where Count Sforza has 
been made a political martyr and anti-British 
feeling has been driven underground for the time 
being, the victory is emptiest of all.

The League for Sanity in Verse appears to be 
a sound proposition, on the face of it.

This comes out in the organization’s attack 
upon the poetry of Archibald MacLeish, who is, 
among other things, a fine poet. The attack is

Mr. Korn and some other would-be poets 
formed the League, as they cheerfully admit, be- 
cause they felt that their verse was being 
drowned out by “verse that at best is freakish 
or eccentric,” and this is the second face of it. 

The League for Sanity in Verse, if renamed 
for its objectives, would accordingly become the 
League for Albert Ralph Korn Et Al. in Print, 
and as to that we wouldn’t know. If Mr. Mac- 
Leish will agree to stay out of the retired real 
estate business, maybe Mr. Korn would agree in 
return to leave the poetry to the poets, 
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Albanians are another nationality protesting 
against the return of a King. In matters of 
public opinion, the ruler has become a poor 
yardstick. 
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High Time to Stop It 


After a reported declaration by the movie op- 
erators’ international president that the St. Louis 
local union’s walkout is “unauthorized,” a vice 
president of the organization is in the city in- 
vestigating the disturbance. It is high time. 

This is the eleventh day of the blockade. Some 
two-thirds of the theaters are closed; hundreds 
of innocent employes are out of work; theater 
sales of war bonds suffer; the public is impa- 
tient to have its favorite form of entertainment 
restored. More than that, wrath continues to 
rise against the operators’ callous way of trying 
to enforce their demand on three suburban the- 
aters—a way that hurts everyone except the 
union’s real adversaries.

American Society of Newspaper Editors pledges never to relax 
efforts until freedom of news becomes world reality; constitutional 
guarantees not enough, as shown by venality of pre-war French 
press; every gain a milestone for a better world, paper declares. 


From the Providence (R. I.) Evening Bulletin 


The American Society of Newspaper Ed- 
itors is dedicating itself to a mission that 
is as high as peace itself, because it is im- 
plicit in the maintenance of peace and the 
prevention of war. 


In its policy statement, this society 
pledged itself never to relax “until free- 
dom of information becomes a living reality 
everywhere in the world.” It joins hands 
with Kent Cooper, general manager of the 
Associated Press; Hugh Baillie of the Unit- 
ed Press and heads of other press services, 
who have already done brilliant spadework. 


The society is conscious of the fact that 
the task is so filled with difficulties that 
at times it will seem hopeless to defeat 
powerful opposition or overcome selfish in- 
terest or stir lethargic officials. But the 
final reward is worth unremitting initiative 
and bold energy. 


What the society hopes first of all is to 
secure freedom of transmission of news 
“by reciprocal declarations by the United 
States Government and all other govern- 
ments, press, radio and other media of in- 
formation, embracing the right of the 
people to read and hear news without hin- 
drance.“ 


What News Freedom Means 


This means that neither government nor 
special interest shall inhibit, by censorship 
or monopolistic practices or favoritism or 
any other restraint, the transmission of 
legitimate news from one country to an- 
other. Thus, through reciprocal declaration 
between the United States and, say, Russia, 
news could be sent in and out of the two 
countries without interference, 


We have seen in the dictatorships and 
semi-dictatorships with what an eagle eye 
news is watched and its transmission 
guarded. If we are to have a genuinely 
free world, then we must deal in the coin 
that the tyrants debased in their own lands 
—the truth; and the practical implement 
for spreading the truth is unrestricted ac- 
cess to the media of communication. 

We in this country have freedom of the 
press, a popular right guaranteed to us in 
the Bill of Rights of the Constitution, This 
right, it cannot be insisted too often, does 
not belong to the newspapers; it is a popu- 
lar right and it belongs to the people, It 
is for their protection. 

We believe that the people in the United 
States, after watching the methods of the 


dictators, appreciate more than ever what 
an absolutely fundamental right the free- 
dom of the press really is. Hitler could 
not have done what he did with the Ger- 
man people, nor stirred such fanaticism, un- 
less he had blacked out the truth. When 
a government suppresses or denies this 
freedom of the press, then all other free- 
doms go. 

But freedom of the press does not come 
merely through a constitutional guarantee. 
There must exist a free and flourishing 
press, able in an economic way to stand 
on its own two feet, free from subvention 
of government or subsidy, of special inter- 
est or foreign corruption. 


Example of Subsidized Press 


The France of the Third Republic, for in- 
stance, guaranteed the right of freedom of 
press. But the pre-war French press was 
one of the most venal and corrupt in the 
world because it had to depend upon sub- 
vention and subsidy, rather than revenue 
from advertising and circulation, for its 
existence, 

How to keep the French press of the 
future free is one of the major problems 
which beset the Provisional Government of 
Gen. De Gaulle, First of all, government 
must absolutely be kept from any degree 
of control, for government is the enemy 
of a free press, for obvious reasons, That 
is a positive condition of a free press every- 
where in the world. The United States 
press is the outstanding example of a free 
press which supports itself, But in France 
and most other countries, newspapers do 
not have the tradition of economic inde- 
pendence that we have and, in many in- 
stances, their national economic systems, 
their habits, their customs are not too fa- 
vorable for setting up a free press on the 
basis that exists over here. 

A newspaper man familiar with condi- 
tions elsewhere can see the problems and 
heartaches that are going to come in the 
carrying out of the mission to which the 
American Society of Newspaper Editors 
hag set its hand. But every gain, no mat- 
ter how small, will be a milestone, And 
every milestone will lead in the right direc- 
tion. 

For as it was said many years ago that 
the truth shall make you free, so now it 
can. be added that the truth shall keep 
you free. There is no more noble cause 
than to labor for the truth for al] men. 


Academic Freedom in Texas

The dismissal of Dr. Homer P, Rainey as 
president of the University of Texas is noth- 
ing less than a flagrant violation of the 
American principle of educational liberty. 

As the charges against him are sifted 
and the customary efforts to introduce sen- 
sational red herrings are reduced to their 
usual microscopic proportions, his offenses 
seem to be a faith in our academic tradi- 
tion of free inquiry and an adherence to 
our civic doctrine of free speech, 

Apparently the Texas Board of Regents 
regarded the State’s university as a pro- 
prietary corporation on which they were 
entitled to impose their own social phil- 


‘osophy. They did not find Dr. Rainey a 


pliant instrument, and the friction steadily 


accumulated until he could no longer func- 
tion as the head of an American univer- 
sity, 

From this distance, it looks ag if the fac- 
ulty; the students and Texans in general 
were thoroughly aroused. They have reason 
to be proud of their university and have no 
desire to see it experience the humiliation 
suffered by a sister institution three years 
ago. 

In that instance, the University of Geor- 
gia did not recover easily from the loss of 
national standing achieved for it by the 
ludicrous interference of ex-Gov. Eugene 
Talmadge. In this instance, the investiga- 
tion continues and the issues await offi- 
cial determination. 


A Popular Short Story Writer 
Tells How He Sells His Wares 


‘Author's Choice,” by MacHinlay Kanter. (Coward 

MeCann, New York.) 

This book could be a good text for a 
college course in story-writing, for two rea- 
sons. First, the author has made his lis 
ing by writing stories. Second, the book 
includes not only 40 samples of his wares, 
but also annotations to explain the circum- 
stancés under which he wrote and mar- 
keted them. 

No critic needs to tell Mr. Kantor that 
hig stories are not great literature. He 
knows well enough that they are mortal. 
They were written, as most magazine fic- 
tion is, for the purpose of entertainment, 
— they accomplish that purpose success- 
ully. 

If the plots are second-hand, the charac- 
ters are fresh enough to invite acquain- 
tance. And if the themes are sometimes 
sentimental, the diction is always concise 
enough to challenge attention. No one be- 
littles “Oklahoma” because it is not “Rigo- 
letto,” and Mr. Kantor’s stories are en- 
joyable even though he is not De Maupas- 
sant, 

In subject matter, these narratives cover 
a wide field, Some are detective pieces, 
many are Civil War tales and several are 
of the popular “Rosy Ridge” series, set in 
the Missouri Ozarks; The author is un- 
usual in hig ability to please readers of 
divergent tastes, and it ig interesting to 
compare his contributions to Atlantic 
Monthly or Harper's, for example, with 
those to Liberty or Real Detective. 

Mr, Kantor does not attempt to tell how 
to write, because, he says truthfully, that 
cannot be taught. But he demonstrates 
clearly what to write if one wants to earn 
money by doing it. In this respect. “Au- 
thor’s Choice” is a practical guide to the

HE trouble in Italy, Greece and Belgium is no surprise to this 


T 


any attempt to divide Europe into 


lead to a clash in the policies of 

Europe’s war, fought for years 
by underground guerilla forces, 
is ideological and revolutionary, 
and we must either see this sym- 


pathetically and seek to canalize 
it into democratic channels, or 
become the betrayers of vital 
anti-Fascist forces. 

We have warned that the Eu- 
ropean peoples will no more ac- 
cept Allied quislings than Nazi 
quislings. And, taking account of 
the social forces which have 
formed in Europe under the 
frightful Nazi pressure, we have 
advocated recognizing that the 
dissolution of Nazi overlordship 
must, of necessity, require also the 
dissolution of the remnants of 
European feudalism, and a pro- 
gressive social program for every 
liberated country, 


New Policy to Europe. 


We see no reason at this point 
to eat any of our words. 

The only light in the present 
situation is the attitude of the re- 
organized American State Depart- 
ment. At long last, it looks as 
though there might be an Ameri- 
can policy toward Europe. For it 
is clear that only the United States 
can bring matters together again. 
It is for us to remember that we 
are the people of Jefferson and 
Lincoln, and that it is not our 
business to hold up with our arms 
the same forces which created 
European Fascism, or bowed be- 
fore it in servile impotence. 

It is already late. Already 
spheres have been created. Al- 
ready power politics is operating, 
and with disastrous consequences. 
Already the sands of popular good 
will toward the Allies are running 
out. Already the chaos with our 
lack of common policy is creating, 
not averting, is spreading. 

The Soviet Union is sitting by 
and letting the Western powers 
make their own mistakes. If later 
it exploits those mistakes, it will 
be difficult for us to do anything 
about it. 


What Is Greek Pattern? 


What Is the social structure in 
Greece? What is the immediate 
political past of Greece? These 
are questions that have to be con- 
sidered in order to understand. 

Greece is not an industrial coun- 
try, and “Communism” can have 
no meaning to the average Greek. 
Greece is not even a country with 
a great industrial future. There 
are no natural forces to be de- 
veloped there—as there are in 
Yugoslavia, for instance. 

The Greeks are a nation of 
peasants, tenants and sea-faring 
traders. But from the time of 


the Turkish rule, there has re- 
mained a feudal social structure, 


column. We have written repeatedly of the necessity to form 
a united democratic policy toward Europe. We have warned that 


“spheres of influence” would 
the Allies, 


of the courts, the upper officers 
of the army, the high bureaucracy, 
a few rich merchants and land- 
owners, all headed by the King. 

After the last war, Venizelos at- 
tempted to make a democratic 
republic in Greece, It was over- 
thrown by these classes, which 
established a ruthless dictatorship 
under Metaxas and the King. Me- 
taxas had at his disposal a police 
force that can be described only 
as “Fascist.” Greece was neutral 
at the beginning of the war. When 
Italy attacked Greece, Metaxas’ 
regime fell, and later he died. 
The King went via Crete to Lon- 
don, and appointed successors, of 
which the Papandreou Govern- 
ment is the last. 


Why the Revolt. 


Meantime, inside Greece, the 
Metaxas forces accepted the Ger- 
man rule which supplanted the 
Italian. The Metaxas police were 
taken over by the Germans, and 
were increased by so-called “se- 
curity battalions,” who fought the 
popular resistance forces which 
rose out of Greece's rocky hills. 

The spirit of revolt of these 
forces spread to the Greek-Army- 
in-Exile, and in Egypt this army 
mutinied against the King and the 
Government-in-Exile. This mutiny 
was suppressed by British battle 
cruisers. 

Papandreou was appointed by 
the King, with British consent, as 
the man to bring together the 
Royalist and Leftist forces. To do 
this, he took into the Government 
some members of the EAM. But 
he did not make, back in Greece, 
a policy satisfactory to these mem- 
bers, and they resigned. 

Meanwhile, Papandreou keeps 
the same police and security bat- 
talions who successively supported 
the Metaxas dictatorship and the 
Germans, and who now are to be 
used to dissolve the resistance 
forces, and prevent a purge of 
Nazi collaborators,. 


“Legality” a Thin Prop. 


The Papandreou Government 
rests on “legality” and British 
bayonets, The situation is dis- 
tinctly parallel to that in Yugo- 
slavia—except that Yugoslavia is 
apparently not within a British 
“sphere of influence.” 

Civil war in Greece is greatly 
against all our military interests. 
But it cannot be avoided by try- 
ing to foist upon the Greeks 
everything that is discredited, or 
by trying to “save face.” Now 
even the Greek Sforza, the old 
Venizelist Liberal party leader, 
Sophoulis, has been “vetoed.” He 
said, “I am a friend but not a 
slave of Great Britain.” 

And all this is not “British” 
policy. It is the policy of the 
present Government.

Light on the Cigarette Mystery 


E mystery. 


The upward curve of cigarette 
Sales, as charted by statisticians, 
follows almost exactly the upward 
curve of prosperity. When people 
have money to spend, as they have 
today, they buy tobacco in its 
most expensive form-—cigarettes. 

Then you take out approxi- 
mately 30 per cent of all produc- 
tion for the armed forces—and 
just now every effort is being 
made to increase this percentage 
go that shortages can be elimi- 
mated where they are really seri- 
ous, which is on the fighting 
fronts. The share that goes to 
the armed forces is distributed in 
a variety of ways, which may 
partly explain why the boys over- 
seas have been short of smokes. 

Cigarettes in varying numbers 
are put in four different types of 
rations, distributed free to our 
fighting men. In each K ration 
are 12 cigarettes a day. C rations 
have lately included nine cigar- 
ettes a day. The 10-in-1 ration 
package contains enough food for 
12 men for one day, and 200 cigar- 
ettes. The ration accessory packet 
contains 20 cigarettes, 


How Stocks Drained Out. 


These rations are necessarily 
prepared in large volume. They 
are stored inewarheouses awaiting 
shipment. And, incidentally, ur- 
gent combat needs sometimes ab- 
sorb so much shipping that the 
flow of cigarettes to the front is 
held up. 

Add to this the fact that millions 
of cartons were purchased in Sep- 
tember and October as Christmas 
gifts for boys overseas. They are 
in the mails en route to the fight- 
ing fronts. 

Then, of course, you have the 
home-front hoarder. At the slight- 
est hint of a shortage, he, or she, 
rushes out into the market to buy 
three or four times a normal sup- 

ly. 

a What these unthinking locusts 
can do in four or five days is 
perfectly amazing. They can com- 
pletely clean out the retail stocks 
of a common commodity and 
thereby make the shortage twice 
as difficult to overcome. More- 
over, the hoarder is likely to keep 
his stock in reserve while he 
gtands in line to get part of the 
gecarce supply. 


Fantastic Rumors. 


These very same hoarders are 
often the ones who start fantastic 
rumors to explain why goods have 
disappeared from the market, A 
fellow passenger in a taxi volun- 
teered the explanation to me the 


other day that all our cigarettes 


VEN a brief examination into the great mystery of the cur- 
rent cigarette shortage is enough to dispel a good bit of the 


were being shipped under lend- 
lease to the British and the Rus- 
sians, and that was why we didn’t 
have any. 

Here are the facts on that one: 
In normal years, we have exported 
from 40 to 60 per cent of all our 
tobacco, with Great Britain by far 
the biggest importer. The percent- 
age of the crop taken by the Brit- 
ish has apparently not increased, 
although the shortage is acute in 
Britain in the face of poor tobacco 
crops in the British Commonwealth 
countries growing tobacco, » 

More than half of all leaf to- 
bacco exported to Britain still goes 
through trade channels. The bal- 
ance is sent under lend-lease for 
Britain’s armed forces. Because of 
a shortage of machines ahd work- 
ers in England, the United States 
sent under lend-lease this last year 
about one Dillion cigarettes for 
Britain's fighters. That sounds 
like a lot, but actually it’s less 
— 1 per cent of total produc- 

on. 


No Big Change Ahead. 


In addition, a very few cigar- 
ettes have gone under lend-lease 
to French soldiers in North Africa. 


So that shatters the rumor that 
we're depriving ourselves to keep 
our allies in cigarettes. 

From all indications, the short- 
age is likely to continue for a con- 
siderable time. What is important 
is to end the scarcity on the world 
battlefronts, for if there is ever a 
time when a man needs the help 
a cigarette gives, it’s in times of 
tension, danger and prolonged, 
racking fatigue. 

On the average, we've been ship- 
ping from this country, during the 
last six months, the equivalent of 
one and a half packs a day per 
man. If that isn’t enough to keep 
the supply flowing, let's send more 
and take them out of the civilian 
share.

Murphy, First Horn, Gives 
Artistic Performance as 
Soloist.

An agreeable miscellany of clas- 
sical, romantic and contemporary 
music was presented yesterday aft- 
ernoon by Vladimir Golschmann 
and the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra at the first of the sixth 
pair of subscription concerts in 
the Kie] Auditorium. The concert

The solo artist of the occasion 
was Edward Murphy, the first 
horn of the orchestra, who offered 
Mozart’s Concerto for Horn and 


Orchestra in E-flat Major, one of|* 4 
three concertos written for this in- 


strument in the same key. It is 


an unpretentious work and might 0 


be used as a classroom demonstra- 
tion of how to fill in a classic 
framework. Orthodoxy and good 
taste, however, are the least of its 
qualities, for it is a wholly engag- 
ing work. Its mefedic invention, 
the freshness of its ha onies and 
its consistent orchestral transpar- 
ency give it an abiding lightness 
and clarity. 

Mr. Murphy's performance was 
kept strictly within the classic 
framework but for all of its re- 
straint was a prime example of 
the artistic range of his instru- 
ment. Legato passages, runs and 
trills had the smooth texture and 
agility of the human voice when 
it is expertly produced. 

The orchestra gave their col- 
league 4 sympathetic and resilient 
accompaniment, 

The second novelty on the pro- 
gram was George Antheil’s “Noc- 
turne,” a piece dedicated to Mr. 
Golschmann and played here for 
the first time anywhere. It was 
taken from a larger work called 
the “Stephen Decatur Suite.” Ac- 
cording to the composer, his Noc- 
turne” may be regarded as a sort 
of picture postcard from North 
Africa. The Moorish influence 
was plainly evident in the open- 
ing theme but the second idea was 
more suggestive of the southwest- 
ern plains. The geography of the 
music, however, is less important 
than its effect, which was vivid 
and direct. The occasional use of 
dissonance and abrupt changes of 
key provided the spice that kept 
it from being merely sweet. 

Mr. Golschmann and the orches- 
tra played the “Nocturne” in a 
way that made it seem a sort of 
natural atmospheric emanation, 
that is to say, it was easy and un- 
forced. The orchestra was also 
in good form in two old favorites, 
Mozart’s “Marriage of Figaro” 
overture and Strauss’s “Rosenka- 
valier” Waltzes. 

The restraint exercised in the 
performance of Tschaikowsky’s 
“Pathetique” Symphony seemed to 
be predicated on the idea that its 
pathos needed no underscoring. In 
any case, it was a physically well- 
balanced performance, even dur- 
ing those passages when the 
brasses were in full cry. The 
adagio lamentoso which under 
some circumstances can provoke 
an acute nausea, was uttered with 
great dignity. A feature of the 
symphony’s performance was the 
finely controlled playing of the 
trombone section and the first 
bassoon.

GEN. ARNOLD PRAISES 
CHART CENTER HERE 


714,000 Copies of 79 New Air 
Maps for Philippine Drive 
Made in Hurry. 


The personal commendation of 
[Gen. H. H. Arnold, Commanding 
| General of the Army Air Forces, 
was conveyed today to the Aero- 
i nautical Chart Service and to the 
25 officers and 483 civilian em- 
ployes of its production center 
here for outstanding service in 
supplying, on rush order, 79 new 
aeronautical charts with 714,000 
copies for use in the Philippines 
invasion. 

Maj. Gen. James M. Bevans of 
Washington, assistant chief of air 


staff for personnel, in a ceremony 
at the Aeronautical Chart Plant, 
710 North Twelfth boulevard, read 
a letter from Gen. Arnold in which 
he paid tribute to the chart serv- 
ice, a branch of the Army Air 
Forces, for preparing the maps 
“during a period when its person- 
nel and facilities were already 
carrying a very heavy burden of 
worldwide chart production and 
distribution.” The charts alto 
gether weighed nearly 38 tons. 

“The task of preparing com- 
plete, up-to-date aeronautical chart 
coverage for the entire Philippine 
Islands area, with the stipulation 
that the charts must be in the 
theater in advance of impending 
large-scale operations, was of 
paramount importance and was a 
vital factor in the success of the 
contemplated operations,” Gen. 
Arnold’s letter stated. 

The plant, opened in February, 
1943, and operated largely by 
women, makes charts for the 
Army Air Forces in all theaters 
of war, shipping out from seven 
to 10 tons of charts and copies 
daily.

HEN a food can be prepared 
W thet will serve two wonder- 


ful purposes there should be 
plenty of customers. Here is a 
double-duty quickly-prepared ce- 
real, held together with corn syrup 
cooked to “soft-ball-in-cold-water” 
stage. Patted inside buttered muf- 
fin tins into very fragile thin 
shells, it makes dainty cradles for 
frozen desserts. Pressed into big 
balls, it becomes a candy that re- 
vives fondest memories of child- 
hood days. 

Cornflake Nests. 


One-half cup dark corn syrup, 
one-fourth cup suger, two cups 
cornflakes. Cook corn syrup and 
sugar until a drop in cold water 
forms a soft ball (240 degrees). 
Place cornflakes in buttered bowl 
and pour hot syrup over flakes, 
tossing to mix well. Cool slightly 
to be able to handle: Shape into 
any desired form. Press sparingly 
and lightly into greased muffin 
rings or cups to use as cradles for 
ice cream or other frozen des- 
serts. Shape into balls and eat as 
a confection. This cereal could al- 
so be shaped into individual ed- 
ible party baskets to be filled 
with candy, nuts, etc. Serves four 
to six. 

BREAKFAST: Baked apples 
(left from Monday), hot cooked

LUNCHEON: Reheat meat roll 
in oven for 15 minutes at 375 de- 
grees and serve with hot gravy.

Boiled Whole Acorn Squash. 

The secret of cooking squash 
that will please most folks is to 
cook it until just tender, and to 
cook it in such a way that the 
flavor is not diluted by water or 
other liquid. We have become 
familiar with the baking of 
squash, but here is a method of 
boiling that still retains all of the 
goodness. Scrub the outside of 
two acorn squashes thoroughly 
and drop into boiling water. Cover 
and cook for 30 minutes, or until 


‘the squash is easily pierced with 


a fork. Remove squash and cut in 
half, lengthwise. Scoop out seeds 
and loose membrane. Meanwhile, 
saute two tablespoons chopped 
onions in two tablespoons butter 
or margarine, and drizzle this into 
the hot squash just before serving. 
Season with salt and petter to 
taste. Serve milk to drink in addi- 
tion to the milk used in today’s 
menu, three cups for each child, 
two cups for each adult.

The Florida citrus fruit com- 
mission reports that in spite of 
the damage to fruit by the recent 
hurricanes, the over-all crop with 
the exception of grapefruit will be 
about the same size as last year 
(which was one of the largest on 
record).

However, 
as compensation, the later fruit 
should be of very high quality, 
since there is less fruit on each 
tree.

Le tuberculosis published 

during the last few weeks and 
aimed directly“ at helping the 
sale of the Christmas seals of 
the National Tuberculosis Society, 
I have dealt mainly with the 
lung form of the disease. Tuber- 
culosis, however, affects other 
parts of the body—skin, bones, 
the kidneys and the eyes. ; 

In discussing the treatment o 
tuberculosis of the lungs I said 
that the modern idea was that 
surgical collapse is the most im- 
portant item in treatment — and 
that rest and open air and cli- 
mate and sunlight upon which 
we depended entirely in other 
days, while they still should be 
used ag adjunct methods, are not 
considered as of primary im- 
portance nowadays.

THIS, OF COURSE, does not 
apply to the other forms of tu- 
berculosis and I am reminded 
by the receipt of a scholarly book 
by Dr. Edgar Meyer, of Cornell 
University Medical College, on 
Radiation and Climatic Thera- 
by in All Forms of Tuberculo- 
sis, of the obligation to give sun- 
light and climate their proper 
credit. 

The teachings of the Swiss 
physician, Rollier, in the treat- 
ment of bone and joint tubercu- 
losis have tended to be forgotten, 
His sanitarium in the Swiss 
Alps always showed the specta- 
cle of children out in the open 
air exposed to the bright sun- 
light practically naked with noth- 
ing but a loin cloth while snow 
was all over the ground and they 
were skiing and tobogganing or 
snowballing each other, or, if too 
sick to be athletic, sitting on 
the sidelines and enjoying the 
fun. 

Rollier made practical applica- 
tion of the old catch question the 
anatomy examiners used to ask— 
“What is the largest organ of the 
human body?”

“The skin.” He used to say that 
those of us who consider ourselves 
members of Western civilization 
regard with complacent superi- 
ority the way other people mal- 
treat their bodies—for instance, 
the Chinese women’s deforming of 
their feet, yet entirely forget the 
insults we heap on the skin, this 
most important of our organs. We 
smother it with clothing, we choke . 
it with overheated houses, we de- 
prive it of air and sunlight.

Formal Gowns Have Returned to Pre- War Glory and the Demand Is Great.

N optimistic attitude regard- 

ing the progress of the war 

brings with it an urge to 
dress up in festive attire, so 
women are casting aside their ban 
on formal evening clothes. This 
change in interest is becoming 
more apparent as the holiday 
season approaches with the result 
that the retailers are having a 
hard time supplying the demand 
for long-skirted frocks. 


During the early days of the 
war, evening dresses disappeared 
om the collections of many of 
the country’s most prominent de- 
signers and the retailers devoted 
the space ordinarily reserved for 
ala rainment to more practical 
hemes.

The short evening dress which
